THE BOY WONDER 
It may be in terestin g to n ote 
th at in chess, as well as in man y 
arts an d trades, there ap p ears 
occasion ally w hat may be termed 
.p hen omen al p erson s. There are 
man y that may be men tion ed in 
this class, but on e of the most 
ex traordin ary of the is Sammie 
Rzezwsk i, a Polish boy . 
Stran ge as it may seem, Sam­ 
mie was allowed to p lay chess at 
the age of five, an d within a 
week after he p lay ed his first 
game, he was able to beat his 
father who was an ex p erien ced 
chess p lay er. Not later than six 
mon ths later, he challen ged an d 
beat the chess champ ion of Po­ 
lan d in 19 17. 
Sammie’s father, whose lin en 
busin ess was failin g on accoun t 
of the War, decided that it would 
be a good p lan to mak e a tour 
of Europ e an d allow the “boy 
won der” to meet all comers. So 
the 
Razezwsk i 
family 
toured 
through Bulgaria, Roman ia, Vi­ 
en n a, Berlin , Con stan tin op le, an d 
Paris, Sammie bein g un defeated 
As mon ey was very scarce, the 
en terp rise little more than p aid 
ex p en ses. 
Realizin g th at he m ight fare 
better in America, Father Rzez- 
wk sk i brought his son to this 
coun try in 19 20. In a n umber of 
tourn amen ts, where Sammie us­ 
ually p lay ed twen ty games sim­ 
ultan eously , he defeated all his 
op p on en ts with the ex cep tion of 
about half a dozen . He won all 
the twen ty games p lay ed simul­ 
tan eously at the West Poin t Mil­ 
itary Academy with the excep­ 
tion of a draw. 
Beyond his phenomenal chess 
ability, Sammie appeared to be a 
normal boy in every respect. Al­ 
thoug h he had not attended 
school at that time he spoke 
Yiddish and German and some 
French. He knew little g eog ra­ 
phy, except that that he hac 
p assed throug h. He could tell 


time and knew for the most part, 
the value of money. He showed 
excellent judg ment of time and 
distance in boxing , and he liked 
classical music rather than jazz. 
He enjoyed bicycle-riding and 
liked to watch six -day bicy cle 
races in Madison Square Garden . 
Sammie was a very good sp ort 
in regard to his chess p lay in g, 
an d he usually gave an op p on en t 
the secon d chan ce if he made a 
bad move. As a tok en of victory , 
he swep t the men off the board 
with a sweep of his han d. He al­ 
way s p lay ed chess v^ith a good 
p lay er, n ever en gagin g a game 
with a p oor op p on en t. Eviden ce 
of this may be shown when a 
n ew acquain tan ce wished to p lay 
chess with him. After the board 
an d men were arran ged, Sam­ 
mie’s op p on en t made the first 
move which was very p oor an d 
showed th at he was in ex p eri­ 
en ced. S a m m i e immediately 
closed the board an d p ut it 
away , ex p lain in g, 
“You don 't 
k n ow how to p lay chess.” 
Scien tists attem p t to ex p oun d 
Sammie’s chess ability by ex ­ 
p lain in g th at he had little to 
worry about or distract his atten ­ 
tion from the game, an d th at he 
was an ex cellen t visualizer, bein g 
able to see future moves as they 
would ap p ear after the move.

GORY HIGHWAYS 
Beginning with the Rev olu tion, this cou ntry 
has been engaged in six major wars, not cou nt­ 
ing its nu merou s Indian campaigns. These wars 
hav e cost ju st abou t 300,000 American liv es. 
Du ring the last 15 y ears — a period of time 
ju st abou t equ al to that consu med by the six 
wars — no fewer than 325,000 Americans hav e 
been killed in au tomobile accidents. 
Ou r highway s, ev idently , are comparable in 
danger to ou r worst battlefields. 
These figu res are taken from a little booklet, 
“They Call Us Civ ilized,” compiled and distrib­ 
u ted by The Trav elers Insu rance Co. It is qu ite 
possible that the biggest pu zzle fu tu re historians 
will face will be the qu estion why su ch horrify ­ 
ing figu res did not instantly shock u s into dras­ 
tic action. 
The nu mber of fatal accidents last y ear — 
abou t 29 ,000 — was su bstantially below the nu m ­ 
ber for 19 31. Yet The Trav elers’ statisticians 
hav e prov ed that this was almost entirely du e 
to the fact that fewer au tos were in u se. The 
nu mber of deaths per accident actu ally in­ 
creased, and approx imately 1400 more people 
were killed than in 19 28, when au to registrations 
were abou t the same as in 19 32. 
It is high time that we tackled this problem in 
a really determined and comprehensiv e way . 
Ev ery state in the u nion ou ght to hav e a driv ­ 
er’s license law, with fu ll prov ision for ex am ina­ 
tion of all applicants. 
Ou r forces of traffic policemen, in cities and on 
ru ral highway s, ou ght to be v astly increased, and 
traffic codes shou ld be enforced with the most 
iron-clad strictness. 
The au thorities shou ld be able to make period­ 
ic inspections of cars at frequ ent interv als, ru ling 
off the road those which hav e mechanical de­ 
fects that render them in the slightest degree 
u nsafe. 
We shou ld be mu ch qu icker to bar from the 
road careless, dru nken or incompetent driv ers. 
Lastly , ev ery indiv idu al driv er shou ld recognize 
his responsibilities more fu lly , observ e the high­ 
way code most scru pu lou sly and see to it that 
he, at least, nev er takes chances that can cost 
liv es. 


WHICH WAY OUT? 
When Gov . John G. W inant of New Hampshire 
declared the other day that men who attem pt 
to block measu res for the pu blic good in times 
like these are gu ilty of treason, he. u ttered an 
ax iom with which practically ev ery body will 
agree. 
The only thing that complicates m atters is 
that it is so hard to get men to agree on precise­ 
ly which measu res are for the pu blic good and 
which ones are not. 
Gov ernor W inant. of cou rse, realizes this as 
well as any man. His chief point was that the 
economic depression has brou ght the nation 
problems as critical as those of World War day s. 
if not more so. and that party politics shou ld be 
disregarded, as far as possible, in seeking a so­ 
lu tion. 
Bu t it isn’t all qu ite as simple as we shou ld like 
to hav e it. 
In the national capitol at Washington, in the 
48 state capitols, in the city halls of cou ntless 
mu nicipalities there are u ncou nted pu blic serv ­ 
ants who hav e a v ery sincere and earnest wish 
to do whatev er may be necessary to get the na­ 
tion back on its feet. The general lev el of pa­ 
triotism and intelligence among these men is 
probably a good deal higher than the ordinary 
citizen realizes. 
And y et, so far, they hav e not been able to 
agree on any broad platform to life u s ou t of ou r 
trou bles. They are perfectly willing to do so; in­ 
deed, that is their chief desire. Bu t in the v ery 
natu re of things it has been almost impossible. 
One man, for instance, sees salv ation only in 
debt cancellation. Another sees it in disarm a­ 
ment, another in a v ast pu blic works program, 
another in inflation, another in a sales tax , an­ 
other in the remonitization of silv er and another 
in a capital lev y . And the div ision of their cou n­ 
sels is a measu re of the confu sion from which all 
of u s hav e been su ffering. 
We hav e all of the good will and hearty de­ 
term ination in the world; what we lack is a gen­ 
eral agreement as to the end to which these 
forces are to be applied. Until some agreement 
of that kind is rached we shan’t progress far.
